I have sometimes drilled them with a wheat drill, using one bushel 
per acre. I have also drilled them with a corn planter, leaving them 
either full corn-row widths or straddling the rows and making the 
rows closer together. In this way you use from a peck to a half 
bushel per acre. They can be grown for hay or green feed, or can 
be plowed under for green manuring. I have tried every variety I 
could hear of and have decided that for the corn belt the Whippoor- 
will and New Era are the two best varieties. 


WHIPPOORWILL—Is a medium early sort. making ‘a rather 
stocky, healthy growth of vine with a large amount of seed. It is 
probably the best-known purpose variety grown.

It will be noted that Boone County White was given first place 
by over twice as many farmers over all others, excepting Reid’s 
Shelling capacity, qual- 
ity of Corn and maturity were taken into consideration. Each mem- 
ber had previously received seed from each variety to plant %4 acre. 
All varieties were planted on soil of equal fertility and all received 
the same treatment. After the Corn had been weighed and harvested, 
each member was asked to vote in order the three best according 
to his judgment. The number of replies are here tabulated. 


IN HIGH ALTITUDES AND ON THIN RIDGES subject to dry 
seasons only the very earliest and smaller varieties of Corn should 
be grown—80 to 90-day Corn is the thing.

White. For main crop select Boone County. White, or if yellow is 
preferred, Reid’s Yellow Dent.
